A greater proportion of both 
youngsters and oldsters make 
up Florida's population today 
than in 1950, the Florida State 
Chamber of Commerce pointed 
out yesterday. 

“Children and teen-agers un- 
der 18 years of age make up 34 
percent of the state's 4,951,560 
total population today, compar- 
ed with’ 30 per cent in 1950. 
The current number in- this 
young group is 1,681,274, repre- 
senting a gain of 102 percent 
since 1950. Nationally this group 
gained 37 percent during the ten 
years and now makes up 36 per 
cent of the nation's population. 

"Floridians 65 years of age 
and older now number 553,129 
persons, up 133 per cent in the 
decade. This age group com- 
prises 11 per cent of the state 
total and ranks the state fourth 
in this respect. In 1950, the pro- 
portion of oldsters in Florida 
was 9 per cent. The national pro- 
portion today is a little more 
than 9 per cent against 8 per 
cent in 1950.
